The work of the different schools in the town has been very 
_ satisfactory this year. 

The primary department at the Harbor, the Town House 
and the Cram districts were foriunate enough to retain the 
same teachers of the year before, so their work went along 
without the break that must occur in a change of teachers. 

Miss Tryon, who taught the grammar school, is a teacher of 
long experience and did excellent work in that room. Sick- 
ness caused her to give up the last month of the fall term, 
which made an unfortunate break inthe year’s work. The 
Hawkins school was taught by Miss Shedd of Tilton, a pupil 
of the Tilton Seminary. Her work was very satisfactory to 
the parents of that district and to the board, 

We wish every parent would look upon the visiting of their 
child’s school as a duty to be performed at least once each 
term. In so doing they would get in touch with the teachers 
and their work and create an interest that is now lacking. The 
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record of attendance is very poor and shows just this lack of 
interest. ; 

Poor attendance is one of the greatest drawbacks to the 
good work a teacher might do. The parents as_ well as the 
children in the Cram district deserve our thanks in this respect. 
Out of thirteen pupils, only two were absent during the entire 
school year. Both of these cases were on account of sickness. 

We have an order in our warrant for repairs of our school 
houses. The Harbor school needs repairs to plaster in both 
entries, both rooms whitewashing and the hard wood dado 
ought to be filled and varnished. 

The Town House and Hawkins schools are in fair repair. 
The Cram district must have its blackboards repaired and the 
underpinning lined up and pointed. 

The chairman of our board had to resign at the end of the 
spring term on account of business. 


The two remaining members were each serving for the first 
time, so perhaps for that reasonevervthing has not gone as 
smoothly as it might. 

However, we think that with the help and good will of the 
parents the grades of our schools can be raised so that they 
will be something for us to be proud of.
